Yesterday, only one caso of plague was 
reported in this Colony, that of a Chinese 
whe died on the ground floor of No. 20, 
[Jeving Street. The weck's returns showed 
‘an-bnprovemont os compared with pre- 
vious weoks, and it may now be- safely said 
that the disease will rapidly become non 
rst for apother season. ‘The cases for tho 
week ended 12th July numbered 28, 9 of 
which vceurred in districts other thir the 
City of Victoria. ‘The victims included: % 
Europeans from a.s. Valet, 2*Indians, 1 
Japanese and 23 Japanese, and all but: 1 
proved fatal. The fotal cuses of plague for 
this yeur now amounts to 434, of which 
number 425 died.
